A Questionmark 


The Westover Occupational Resource Collaborative 
limped through its second appearance before Town 
Council Monday night. Although the Council approved 
the second reading of a $562,800 bond order earmarked 
for Agawam’s participation in the regional project, 
Councilor Walter T. Kerr has raised several hardline 
questions about the renovation of the former Westover 
Air Force Base hospital. Kerr claims that the existing 
structure may not be able to facilitate the ambitious 
vocational education program at projected costs. 

Councilors rejected Kerr’s proposal to table the se¬ 
cond reading until the engineer’s report on the former 
hospital is presented to the Council. 

Failed To Match Original Support 

The Council passed the second reading 11-3, failing to 
match their unanimous support of the town’s participa¬ 
tion in WORC on the first bond reading. Three bond 
readings must consecutively receive at least ten votes of 
the 15-member Council before the bond order is issued. 

School Committee members and several School 
Department personnel, including Superintendent Louis 
Hebert, were on the edge of their seats as Kerr cited a 
report given to the Granby Town Committee which 
stated the former Air Base Hospital would need massive 
renovation before it became suitable for the program. 
Educators here have vehemently supported WORC. 

Last week, Granby Town Committee members over¬ 
whelmingly rejected that town’s participation in the six 
community collaborative. Granby joined Ludlow in 
outright rejection of the WORC, although Ludlow will 
again consider the program in June. 

Several councilors, including Richard Theroux, a 
staunch proponent of Agawam’s participation, said-the 
Council “can’t backtrack now” by tabling the second 
bond reading. Theroux said the Council can take the 
time between bond readings two and three to review 
Kerr’s questions. Following the passage 
of the second bond reading, Theroux quickly shifted 
gears and moved to suspend the rules to clear the path 
for a third reading but was blocked by a Kerr objection. 
The town charter stipulates that unanimous approval is 
necessary to conduct two bond readings at the same¬ 
meeting. 

After the vote, officials from WORC said that a full 
report on building repairs has been submitted to the 
School Committee including a report on the roof which 
is “structurally sound,” the official said. According to 
Hebert, two new boilers and a new roof covering are not 
major expenditures at WORC. Hebert said funding for 
repairs has already been included in WORC’s opera¬ 
tional budget. Approximately 100 Agawam students are 
slated to participate in WORC' in September. 1981. 

Shaken By Sudden Twist 

School Committee members, jubilant after the Coun¬ 
cil’s unanimous approval of the first reading two weeks 
ago, appeared shaken by the sudden twist, but remained 
confident that the council would pass the third reading, 
scheduled for June 2. 

Dissenting on the second reading were Kerr and 
Councilors Donald Rheault and Donald Laduzenski. 

As it currently stands, four communities mu-st 
paticipate in WORC. West Springfield and South 
Hadley have elected to join, and Agawan^s support is 
critical to WORC getting off the ground.

Few Agawam people today can remember when Post 
16, Grand Army of the Republic had charge of the 
observance of Memorial Day here in town. 

Membership in this first veterans’ organization was 
open to any soldier, sailor or marine who had served 
between April 12, 1861 and April 9, 1865. After 1890, 
membership began to decrease, but those in the dwindl¬ 
ing ranks continued on until their sons organized and 
todk over the tradition of honoring veterans of the Civil 
War. 

Decoration Day, as it used to be called, saw flags 
displayed at nearly every house. Children looked for¬ 
ward to the day when their father would bring the big 
flag down from the attic and, leaning out the upstairs 
window, fit it into the socket made for the purpose over 
the front door. And perhaps, seeing it wave from the 
window and being children, they would chant in the 
supposed manner of Barbara Freitchie, “Shoot if you 
must this old grey head! But spare your country’s flag 
she said!” 

Dressed in starched white dresses with white stockings 
and black shoes and clutching in their hands bouquets 
of wild flowers gathered in the meadows the day before, 
little girls trudged off down to the Town Hall where the 
ordinary little boys of school days now appeared clean 
and shining. 

Marshalled by the school teachers, upstairs they went, 
up the dusty, creaking old stairs into the hall. Their part 
in the affair was to sing the music which they had been 
practicing in school, to recite poetry and then to sit 
quietly swinging their feet on benches whose height was 
meant for grown-ups. It was sometimes difficult. The 
selectmen, the Sons of Veterans in their blue uniforms 
made long speeches. Somber oratory flourished its big 
words into the dark, far corners of the room. 

Finally this was over. The men in blue marched out 
and the band formed in the school yard. The children 
marched behind them by twos, the girls carrying their 
> n0 \\ slightly willed flow ers anil the boys can vine, 
flags. 

A brief service took place at the soldiers’ monument 
in the center of the cemetery and flowers were 
distributed to veterans’ graves. 

There was always a crowd in the cemetery on 
Decoration Day. Many were filling jars at the water 
faucet and arranging cut flowers to decorate a family 
plot. On this special day, people came from distant 
places. Some arrived from Springfield on the trolley car. 
It was like Old Home Day, folks meeting old neighbors 
and childhood friends, observing a new mound of earth, 
another name carved on a stone. There were tears, too, 
loneliness, sadness in this occasion of remembering the 
dead. 

When the service was over the children trouped back 
up the street. Those who went through Agawam Center 
were a little in awe of some folks who went into the Bap¬ 
tist Church hall for the Decoration Day dinner. They 
were a favored few, or maybe, tHey were rich. Dining 
out was a rare thing in those days. 

Most of the children quickened their pace along the 
cinder path. Their parents and relatives who came from 
the city went along in the fringe-top surrey, drawn by 
two reliable all-purpose farm horses. 

If the children were lucky, there might be chicken and 
biscuits for dinner. And ice cream. Or if sunshine and 
ripening weather had already come, there might even be 
a strawberry shortcake.

SPAN, Youth Center Pressed For Funds 


The Agawam SPAN and Youth Centers arc once 
again confronted with life or death situations during 
this budgetary review period as talk of a measured tax 
increase here has trustee members of both organizations 
uneasy that Town Council may slash each budget. •- 
Supporters Of SPAN 

Mr. and Mrs. Frederick \‘fleck. long-time trustees 
and supporters of both SP AN and the Youth Center, 
addressed the Council during the Citizen’s Speak Time 
portion of Monday’s regular session. 

SPAN, now in its ninth year of providing the com¬ 
munity and surrounding area with counseling on drug 
and alcohol abuse and problems which occur within the 
family structure, has requested $15,000 from the town 
to supplement its projected $83,000 operating budget 
for fiscal 1980-81. 

The Youth Center, also in its ninth year and an 
organization which has steadily grown to an active 
membership of some 250 youths, according to Frederick 
Affleck, is seeking $22,000 from the town’s coffers to 
supplement a protected fiscal ’80-'S1 operating budget 
of $48,147. 

The two human service organizations need municipal 
funding in order to receive federal and state subsidies. II 
the Council drastically slashes the two funding requests, 
the action could seriously jeopardize the future of each 
organization: < 

1 ast year SPAN and the Youth Center were schedul¬ 
ed to be nixed from the municipal budget hv former 
Tow n Manager Peter Caputo. An intense lobbying cam¬ 
paign hv proponents of the two human service organiza¬ 
tions convinced the Council to veto the Caputo intent. 

However, SPAN’S contribution from the town was, 
drastically reduced from $35,950 in ’79-’80 to $8,100 
last year. Affleck says that before SPAN was 
“Caputoed.” the center was in the good graces of the 
Council and received their funding request each and 


academic requirements through an equivalency exam. 
“We’re the only agency in town who offers that exam 
and we’re pretty proud of it,” he said. 

Mrs. Pat Affleck and Victor Ruby, chairman of the 
Youth Center trustees, stated to councilors that without 
town participation, the Youth Center could no longer 
receive its 66 percent federal allocation. The $7,000 in¬ 
crease over last year’s budget, according to Ruby, is 
necessary to meet inflationary considerations and to ex¬ 
pand the program which he described as providing loyal 


youth “with a viable alternative to competitive sports.” 

Mrs. Affleck disputed comments issued, by councilor 
Walter Kerr in a story published in the Springfield 
Newspapers as shedding unfavorable light on the Youth 
Center. 

In the article, Kerr, w'hilc not naming the Youth 
Center, said a town van was driven to California for

He says, “Historically we have received great support 
from the Council link) last year when a stranger 
(Caputo) came in our midst and tried to cut our many 
fine programs.” 

Affleck quickly points out that the town’s participa¬ 
tion in SPAN is but a small fraction of its overall 
budget. He added that SPAN receives approximately 
$20,000 of inkind services from interns at the Feeding 
Hills-based facility while serving over 75 percent of its 
clientele from Agawam. 

“To me, that sounds like a pretty good buy consider¬ 
ing ihc type of funding the town has to put up and the 
number of services we provide at SPAN,” Affleck 
remarked.

Lime Jelio Salad 

1 pkg. lime gelatin 
I C. boiling water 
1 C. crushed pineapple, not drained 
1 C. eottage cheese, small curd 
'/’ C. mayonnaise 

I small bottle maraschino cherries (cut up fine) 

Vi C. nuts (cut lip fine) 

Add gelatin to boiling water, stirring until gelatin is 
dissolved, cool. Add crushed pineapple, cottage cheese, 
mayonnaise, cherries, and nuts. Chill and serve on let¬ 
tuce or your greens. 

HINT: Whipped cream will not get watery after it 
stands if powdered sugar is used instead of granulated.

Italian Bean Soup 

Boil about -Vi package lima beans until tender. Make a 
sauce by grinding or finely chopping a little salt pork 
and a little garlic. Brown slowly, then add a little water 
and simmer a few minutes. Add to beans. 

Add '/i macaroni (Ditalina 40) about 1 'A cups and cook 
until macaroni is tender. Tomato paste may be added to 
salt pork or a can of tomatoes may be cooked with 
beans. (Be careful when adding water to salt pork.)

3 Tbsp. flour 

Baking powder dough using: I C. flour, '/: C. grated 
cheese (sharp) and 2 Tbsp. chopped pimento. 

Mix flour with small amount of the water. Add re¬ 
mainder of water to can of soup. When thoroughly 
heated, add flour and water mixture and cook until 
thick. Add tuna and put into baking dish. 

Add cheese and pimento to biscuit dough and shape 
biscuits. Precook biscuits for a few minutes so the bot¬ 
toms won’t be soggy, then place on tuna mixture. 

Bake at 400° for 15 minutes. (Makes 4-6 servings) 

Dutchess Meat Balls 

- Mix one pound ground beef, '/’ cup soft bread crumbs 
(1 slice), Vi cup chopped walnuts, 2 Tbsp. chopped 
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parsley, 1 egg, 'A C. milk, Vi tsp. salt, and a dash of 
pepper in medium-size bowl. 

Shape into 24 small balls. Brown in two tablespoons 
shortening in medium-size frying pan. Pour one can 
condensed tomato soup over. Cover. Simmer 5 minutes. 
Just before serving, push meat balls into a pile in center 
of frying pan. Drop fluffs of mashed potato around 
edge and broil just until potatoes are lightly-tipped with 
brown.

Pignatare Case Typical

Handing out Class Two dealer licenses in the past has 
been a common occurrence here. In fact, so many used 
car lots now line the streets of town, Town Council, 
since last year has refused issuing permits on the basis 
that too many exist and there are little, if no controls 
over the used car dealers. 

Monday night, Frank Pignatare, owner and operator 
of Frank Pignatare’s Auto Service Center on Main 
Street, asked the council for the third time to grant his 
operation a license to sell a maximum of five used cars 
on the premisis. 

Again, the council refused Pignatare. Again, the 
reasons behind the defeat were shallow and unfounded. 
And, to a greater extent, Pignatare’s long face after the 
vote represents the plight of the small merchant in this 
community and in Massachusetts. 

Why all the fuss over this issue? Why not, I say. In 
these times of double diget inflation and soaring interest 
rates, local government should be doing everything in its 
power to provide small businessmen with conditions 
that are productive to their success...not counter¬ 
productive. 

Pignatare needs the cars to supplement his income. 
He has expended much time and funds to turn a piece of 
property that was a delapidated Main Street eyesore to a 
point where the town Beautification Committee saw fit 
to present him with a businessman award. 

Obviously, several councilors were more concerned 
with the argument against the granting of the license 
and not of Pignatare’s. need to pay his bills. 

For example, several Owners from the condominium 
unit across the street, as before, registered their opposi¬ 
tion to the car license, saying it would deface the proper¬ 
ty and create traffic problems. 

The majority of these arguements, naturally, were 
voiced by individuals who own a condominium, but rent 
to others or from the actual owners of the complex...all 
live out of town by the way. 

How can five carefully placed cars, as Pignatare pro¬ 
mises, deface existing property that is zoned business? 
Take a ride from Kidder Stacy Co. to the Route 57 
underpass along Main Street and see if five cars will 
change the character of that vicinity...not a residential 
area, mind you, but a business area. Besides, who was 
there first, Pignatare or the condominiums? The 
former, of course. 

Second, how can anyone claim that traffic will increase 
by five cars on a lot? That highway is a main artery here 
and, certainly, when the condominiums were constructed, 
the owners must have realized that. In fact, Safety Officer 
Al Longhi confirmed that five cars in Pignatare’s lot 
would not create any additional traffic of note. 

Councilor Richard Theroux, in dissent, argued that 
the question here was not of Pignatare’s good name but 
whether the Council should issue another car license 
when so many already exist. 

If good character in business is not important, what 
is? And if councilors are concerned over the great 
number of car licenses in town, , why hasn’t anyone 
developed a monitoring policy to watchdog the many 
and well known violators? Is r 'it fair to penalize one man 
for another man’s folly? 

It is interesting to note that out of Pignptare’s six 
votes in favor, two, including Stephen Cincotta and 
Alfred Serra, are small businessmen and a third, 
Frederick - Nardi, is a business executive. 


Fix Up Your Mailbox 


“It’s time to do something for your winter-weary 
friend, the mailbox,” says Postmaster Joseph P. 
Dahdah, “and the perfect time to do it is during 
Mailbox Improvement Week, May 19-24.” 

Residents of Feeding Hills are urged to examine their 
mailboxes to determine whether they have been damag¬ 
ed during the winter by weather or vandalism, par¬ 
ticularly those located along rural routes. 

“Some boxes may only need painting,” says 
Postmaster Dahdah. “Others may need to be replaced. 
Mailbox Improvement Week is a good time to decide 
the best way to improve your mailbox. A damaged or 
improperly placed box will rhake it difficult for rural let¬ 
ter carriers to leave that special letter or package.” 

I he Postal Service does not restrict customers to a 
spccilic type of mailbox but does say that all boxes - 
whether standard or custom made-must meet certain 
specifications for size, strength and location. A variety 
of approved commercial mailbox designs are available 
for use with decorative posts. “Customers should check 
with the Feeding Hills Post Office for specifications,” 
the Postmaster said. 


Guest Editorial...

On numerous occasions different town councilors 
have repeatedly made accusatory public statements such 
as “do nothing group” or “consistent lack of action” 
while referring to the Industrial Development Commis¬ 
sion. This in rcferncc to the expansion and development 
of the town’s old Industrial Park located oppostite the 
airport tract. 

Nothing could be further from the truth. During the 
past two decades, the town has virtually expended hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars on the perimeter area and 
on/or throughout the industrial tract to develop and ex¬ 
pand service utilities. A multi-million dollar trunk sewer 
line was intentionally directed through the park on 
recommendation of the commission and several sewer 
and water lines were constructed on the bordering 
streets. A major water main is under construction to ser¬ 
vice the area presently at a cost of over $300,000. 

The installation of these utilities, along with more to 
come, were virtually mandated by the actions of the 
1955 town meeting when the park was zoned for in¬ 
dustrial use. The zoning was sponsored and carried by 
the Industrial Development Commission. 

Over the years, the Development Commission, even 
though decimated at times, continued to promote and 
support the development of this 600 plus acres tract of 
land. Industrial Lane, constructed at a town cost of less 
than $9,000, and currently returning $20,000 per year in 
taxes, was a result of action taken by the Industrial 
Commission as is the location of numerous businesses 
presently situated throughout the park. The commission 
can lay claim, over the past years, to have worked close¬ 
ly with and in some cases actually locating some of these 
businesses in the town. The Big Y shopping center, 
Spartan Saw, Cogswell Mfg. Co., Bind Mfg. Co., Ebtcc 
Inc., Jet Tool, and others. 

These councilors who are attempting to build their 
arguments for spending town funds for the purchase of 
the airport tract should not do so at the expense of 
former town employees or former or present members 
of the Industrial Development Commission. These peo¬ 
ple handled their responsibilites to the best of their 
abilities and to the best interest of the town, considering 
the situation during the time frame of their actions. 
Making pernicious remarks about the abilities and op¬ 
portunities of commission members, past or present, 
adds nothing to the decorum of the council as a whole. 

For those apparently uninformed council members, 
perhaps the following factual statistics may cause them 
to regulatcand exercise restraint in their future remarks 
when referring to performances of other volunteer civic 
servants. 

A search of the records indicates that there are cur¬ 
rently 33 businesses located.in the Industrial Park covet¬ 
ing 60-plus acres with an assessed value of $4,250,000 
and who pay over $205,000 per year in real estate taxes 
alone plus the fringe spin-off. 

Let’s save the “holier than thou” attitude.

Much attention has been focused over the past year 
on the hearings into corruption in the state and county 
buildings construction processes. The Special Commis 
sioh under the direction of former University of 
Massachusetts President William Ward has worked long 
and hard and should be commended. 

The commission has not only investigated rampant 
corruption in the awarding of design and construction 
contracts, but they have also attempted to solve some of 
the problems within the system through three pieces of 
legislation. 

One hill would create an Office of Inspector 
General: the second revises the entire contract bidding 
system: and the third would have political campaigns 
funded through a $2 check-off on your state income 
taxes and stringent limitations on individual eoniribu 
lions. 

INSPECTOR C.FNFRAI ... 

Probably the most controversial of the three bills is 
that w hich would create an Office of Inspector General. 
As proposed by the commission, the Inspector General 
would be unanimously appointed by a council compos 
ed of the Auditor, the Attorney General and the 
Secretary of Public Safely. He would work with an Ad 
visorv Board which would include three persons from 
the public, the Comptroller and the Commissioner of 
Administration and Finance. The Inspector General, or 
IG. as it has become known on Beacon Hill, would con¬ 
duct audits and investigations of public expenditures. 
As the commission envisions the role, he would have 
power to subpoena witnesses and records. He would 
also be empowered to bring civil suits and would he 
obligated to refer evidence of criminal wrong doing 
lobe appropriate prosecutorial body, be it the Attorney 
General, a District Attorney or the federal prosecutors. 
The IG would file reports with the legislature recom¬ 
mending corrective actions and new criminal statutes. 

The Committee on State Administration has been stu¬ 
dying this proposal for some time now and is expected 
to report the bill out this week. 

There are a number of revisions being flouted, and 
there appears to be a great deal of disagreement within 
the legislature on what revisions would be acceptable. 
At this point, indications are that the committee’s revi¬ 
sions will include changing the appointment of the IG 
Irom the council of three to haviifg the position of one. 
that is appointed by the Governor only, limiting sub¬ 
poena power to records only so that the IG cannot sum¬ 
mon people, and restricting the IG's investigations t<- 
building construction only.

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Words Come To Life For Kerr Family

Words came to life this week for Feeding Hills resi¬ 
dent Gloria Kerr, her husband Doug, and their two 
sons. Gloria’s pen pal of 33 years has arrived for her 
first visit to the United States. 

Mrs. Ann Middleton is from Peterborough, a city 
about 100 miles north of London in the Midlands sec¬ 
tion of England. She began writing to Gloria when they 
were both in grammar school, and their correspondence 
has been faithfully maintained despite 26 different 
changes in residence for Ann and her family. 

“We began writing way back then when pen pals were 
the rage,” Ann explained in her delightful accent. “A 
friend of mine had written to a friend of Gloria’s 
through a magazine ad, and that’s how we came to write 
to each other.” 

Ann claimed her 26 shifts in location is not uncom¬ 
mon among the British. She said there is currently a 
great deal of moving out of the larger cities to what she 
calls “new towns” as immigrants from the Arab world, 
from Pakistan, and from Africa move into England. 
Ann and her family of husband James and teenage sons 
have lived in Australia, New Zealand, and in many sec¬ 
tions of England. 

Ann’s husband is a toolmaker for the Hotpoint plant' 
in Peterborough, a division of the United States’ com¬ 
pany. This factory is located very near the factory noted 
for its production of the ever-popular Matchbox cars 
for children. 

Ann’s two sons, 17-year-old Peter and 15-year-old 
Ian, are very much lik£ American teens, according to 
their mother. ' 

“My boys arc interested in this punk rock.” Ann 
commented with a wry twist to her face, “and the fads 
that go along with it. Ian has even dyed stripes into his 
hair using food coloring. Fortunately, it washed right 
out.” 

Ann explained that her sons do not drive cars because 
cars are not used as much in England as in the states. 
Gasoline costs approximately $3.00 per gallon^ and 
most people in her area - young and old - ride bicycles or 
walk. School children are bussed only if they live further 
than three miles from school. 

Kerrs Paid Surprise Visit 

They did rent a car for sightseeing last spring when 
Doug and Gloria Kerr flew to England as a surprise rep¬ 
ly to Ann’s invitation to her 25th anniversary party. 

According to Gloria, Ann sent them an invitation to 
the party more as a souvenir than as if she really ex¬ 
pected the Kerrs to attend. She and Doug decided that if 
they waited until they felt they could really afford the 
trip they’d never go, so they just went ahead and plann¬ 
ed it. 

Doug, who is a firefighter on the Agawam force, ar¬ 
ranged his schedule so hecould have one week free.and 
the Kerrs notified Ann they’d accept her invitation. 


“We all got very nervous at first when we heard they 
were coming,” stated Ann. “My family and friends had 
many wrong ideas about Americans - like how rich 
everyone is. We live in very ordinary circumstances, and 
I worried about the wealthy visitors coming to stav.” 

Ann explained that a party that had originally been 
planned for a few grew to extraordinary numbers as 
word circulated that the Kerrs were attending. Everyone 
wanted to meet “the Americans.” 

According to Gloria, the night the party took place, 
there were wall-to-wall people. “We met some real 
characters then and in our later visits throughout the 
country, but the majority were very warm and helpful,” 
Gloria declares. 

Not so for Ann. Her welcome to the United States 
was not encouraging as she sought information on con¬ 
nections from Kennedy Airport in New York City to 
either Springfield or Hartford. She was rebuffed by 
airline personnel, bus ticket sellers, and a cab driver 
who became angry when she could not count out the 
proper change for the fare. 

“I knew I had the $10 bill and the $1 bill right, but all 
the silver coins looked the same to me,” Ann said, as 
she attempted to recreate her feeling of strangeness as 
she first landed in America. 

Extensive Sightseeing Planned 

Doug and Gloria plan to make up for Ann’s rude en¬ 
try into our country by taking her around Agawam and 
to several areas of interest during her short stay here. 
They are already planning a couple of days at their cot¬ 
tage in Otis and will proceed to Sturbridgc Village, to 
Boston, and through the White Mountains in New- 
Hampshire. Ann will go from Agawam to visit other 
friends in Maryland so she’ll get acquainted with 
another part of the country as well. 

She expressed surprise at the Massachusetts land¬ 
scape, particularly at the green grass and trees. "“I ex¬ 
pected it to be a lot like Australia, all flat and brown,” 
Ann related. “I’m fascinated by the different kinds of 
trees and flowers here.” 

Ann also expressed her interest in the multitude of 
backyard swimming pools. She explained that the sum¬ 
mers in England arc not as hot as here and that there are 
a few public swimming pools, but private pools are 
almost unheard of. 

British Custom Brought Over 

Ann has carried a loving family custom with her now 
that she is visiting the Kerrs. According to Ann, every 
morning her husband, like many other British men, 
serves her coffee in bed, where she stays until he has left 
for work. She initiated this custom on her first morning 
at the Kerrs as she awakened them with coffee - tea for 
Gloria. Gloria’s hoping the habit will stick with Doug! 

Whether it does or not, the Kerr family has a unique 
opportunity fora personal international experience, and 
we all wish them - and Ann Middleton - much enjoy¬ 
ment of it.

Robinson Fifth Graders 
Learn Craft Forms

As an outgrowth of Robinson Park School’s col¬ 
laboration with the Storrowton Village Museum, the 
school’s five classes of fifth graders last week worked 
with members of the village’s Craft Guild. Hands-on 
participation was experienced by all the students in 
various crafts which date back to Early American life. 

Jean Mangeau, a clay sculptress from the guild, 
worked with students in small groups. Each child made 
his own sculpture, and after these dry out thoroughly, 
they will be “fired” for permanent retention. 

Barbara Peterson worked with several students in¬ 
terested in her craft of quilting. Final products, tote 
bags, were completed and taken home by each student 
who learned quilting. 

Other craftspeople worked with students to complete 
a class project as time and materials did not allow each 
child to make his own. Florence Sattler demonstrated 
the art of shirret, which is crocheting string over fabric 
to make rugs. Richard Trauschke showed the children 
how he makes jewelry from wood. Elaine Wolcott 
helped the students learn to paint on velvet, and Ed 
Wonsik, who supplies Sturbridge and Old Deerfield 
Villages, demonstrated his wood-carving techniques. 
Lee Whitney, a master weaver, followed through on a 
lesson that Robinson teacher Linda Ulrich had devised 
to introduce the students to the art of weaving. 

All of these members of the Storrowton Craft Guild 
donated their services in helping the students focus on 
crafts from pioneer days. This whole time period has 
been integrated into several areas of the fifth grade cur¬ 
riculum in conjunction with the Wide Horizons pro¬ 
gram through the Cultural Education Collaborative.

Sportsman 

Corner

When we arrived at Littleville impoundment last Fri¬ 
day at 8 in the morning, we counted 12 boats already on 
the water. Here and there, a boat was taking in a trout. 
Lance and his older brother Mark Poirer were my 
fishing partners this day. 

We trolled about 30 minutes and the trout would not 
take what we were offering. Yet other boats were taking 
nice fat trout all around us. I gave Lance a shimmer fly 
that had a black body with silver wrapped around it. I 
put on a moby shimmer and Mark had a cardinale shim¬ 
mer on the line. 

We were at different levels. Lance was out a color and 
one/half and took the first trout. Mark did the honors 
and netted the 16-incher for him. On a turn a short time 
later, I took my first trout. I had luck with this par¬ 
ticular fly in other waters and the trout in Littleville 
were partial to it. 

It was a beautiful day and we were sorry that we could 
only spend a half day on the water. When we quit, 
Lance landed four rainbows and 1 did likewise. Mark 
had several good strikes, but did not hook one, 
however, his prowess with the net is uncanny. He didn’t 
miss one trout - came close a couple of times, but didn’t 
miss a scoop. It is strange and happens quite often. On a 
previous trip, Mark caught his share of trout and Lance 
didn’t land one. Yet they both were using the same flies. 

The shad are in!! Good size shad are being taken at 
the Agawam Bridge. Some from the top of the bridge, 
but most from under the structure. 1 haven’t made a try 
yet, but hope to in the near future. Last year, I did well 
using the darts that Dick Gaudet makes. His red crea¬ 
tion is hot, and the shad are attracted to it. 

It was a surprise to many of us that a harvest of 30 
turkeys the first morning of the new season in 
Massachusetts took place. Either the hunters did their 
homework before the season or many birds had become 
half domesticated after being released in the covers. I 
heard stories of landowners seeing turkeys in their back 
yards regularly. However, I have to give the results the 
benefit of the doubt and go along with the hunters 
knowing what they were doing. 

Even more surprising than Mass, was the harvest of 
18 birds the first day in New Hampshire. This year was 
the first N. H. held a turkey season. The hunting zone 
consisted of 750 square miles in the western portions of 
Cheshire and Sullivan countries. The successful hunters 
all used a box call to entice the gobblers into range of 
their guns. 

A note that might be interesting to a few of my 
readers. 2900 spotters nationwide sighted 13,127 eagles 
the first three weeks in January. Up 3500 more birds 
than were sighted in 1979. Twenty five birds were spot¬ 
ted in Massachusetts. DDT took a terrible toll of the 
birds. It is gratifying to know that they are making a 
_comeback nationwide.

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Bowles Bonding Challenged Again 


The town’s intent to buy the Bowles Airport property 
from the Springfield New spapers for an industrial park, 
a move suffering from a ehronie case of indecision and 
bickering on the Town Council floor since February, 
took another turn for the worse Monday night. Coun¬ 
cilor Donald Rheault has challenged the March 31 bond 
reading which authorized the purchase, saying it was il¬ 
legal because Council President Paul Fieldstad ignored 
a charter objection raised by Councilor Walter Kerr. 

Challenged Recent Vote 

Rheault also challenged the Council’s most recent 
vote of confidence in the purchase on May 5. The Coun¬ 
cil voted 7-6 to reaffirm their commitment to the $1.3 
million bond order on that evening, but several coun¬ 
cilors. led by Richard Theroux, took issue with the 
vote’s legality. They claimed that a minimum of ten 
votes was necessary to seal the purchase. 

While Rhcault’s motion to rescind the bond Monday 
was unanimously tabled until the Council’s June 2 
meeting 

the Precinct Three councilor requested that Town 
Counsel Lambert Ollari file a written report to the 
Council on Ficldstad's failure to recognize the charter 
objection. According to the tow n charter, a charter ob¬ 
jection automatically postpones a vote until the next 
meeting of the Council. Fieldstad said the charter objec¬ 
tion raised by Kerr was out of order on a third reading 
of a bond. 

Rheault also asked Ollari to submit a second ruling on 
the May 5 vote. Ollari had responded to Theroux,’s 
challenge by saying the 7-6 vote was unnecessary and 
moot since the Council had previously committed itself 
to the bond. 

Rheault charged Ollari with “skirting the issue’’ in his 
ruling and demanded that the town solicitor specify the 
state general laws on which he based his decision. 

Not F.vcn A Simple Majority 

“As far as I’m concerned, the whole affair is illegal 
because Mr. Fieldstad never recognized the charter ob¬ 
jection,’’ Rheault commented at the meeting’s end. “As 
for the most recent vote we took that narrowly won. 
that’s not even a simple majority of the w hole council, 
how can we bond that kind of money without even a 
majority of the Council?’-’ 

Rheault again charged that the departure of Kidder 
Stacy-Co. to neighboring Westfield, has dramatically 
marred the purchase. Kidder Stacy had been the in¬ 
dustrial park’s designated anchor tenant, but chose to 
leave the community “holding the bag” as several coun¬ 
cilors described for a more lucrative offer in the Whip 
Citv. 


“But that’s not the issue tonight.” Rheault said of 
Kidder Stacy’s early April departure. “We all have our 
particular positions on the land and we don’t need more 
rhetoric.” 

“What w e need to know is w hether the town has gone 
about the matter in a legal and binding way and at this 
point. I don’t believe we have,” he added. 

Rheault remains adamant in his opposition to the 
purchase regardless of Ollari’s two rulings, and feels he 
has the support of at least three of his colleagues.

recreational purposes at the town’s expense. Mrs. Af¬ 
fleck told councilors that, in fact. Youth Center of¬ 
ficials took the van on a trip to Florida to DisncyWorld 
and not Disneyland at a cost of about “$l5-$25 to the 
town. We do not need that kind of publicity at this 
time,” she said. 

A Hitch Has Developed 

A hitch over the Youth Center’s future funding has 
also rekindled. Last year, an agreement was reached 
between Youth Center trustees and the Council that 
over a five year period, the town’s funding commitment 
would be phased out. Youth Center officials sav that the 
“gentlemen’s agreement” stipulates funding would be 
reduced over a five-year period and not completely cut. 

Center Director Timothy Diehl told The Adver¬ 
tiser/News that he and trustees 
are currently seeking 
clarification from the 
Council subcommittee 
studying their budget re¬ 
quest. The subcommittee 
is chaired by Donald 
Laduzenski. Diehl added 
that at this point. Center 
officials are planning a 
$20,000 funding cap from 
the community, beginning 
next fiscal year ’S1 -’82
